$150,000 Damage From 
Blaze At Hundley Co.;

Exploding oil, paint ond 
gasoline drums and flames bil¬ 
lowing over tOO feet in the 
air turned the Hundley Pontiac 
Co. into a $150,000 inferno at 
5 p.m. Saturday, sending seven 
Granite City firemen to St. Elizi 
abeth Hospital. 

The wail of fire sirens was 
followed within minutes by the 
screaming arrival of ambulances 
at the scene — the once-busy 
18th street and Madison ave¬ 
nue intersection suddenly criss¬ 
crossed by water lines and red¬ 
dened by the glow of the sav¬ 
agely-burning auto showroom 
and repair garage. 

Working frantically to pro¬ 
tect underground gasoline tanks 
at nearby service stations, the 
firefighters ignored the intense 
heat and 95-degree tempera¬ 
ture but soon began fainting. 
Two were administered oxygen 
while on the ground and were 
among five admitted to the hos¬ 
pital after losing consciousness 
and were released Sunday 
morning. Another fireman was 
injured in being knocked down 
by the- force of one of the fre¬ 
quent explosions, and the sev¬ 
enth was treated after stepping 
on a nail. 

Originating in the rear of the 
automotive repair shop, the blaze 
quickly spread and engulfed nine 
autos and a pickup, truck inside 
the garage.

All Benefit From Favorable 
Tax Climate For Industries 

Importance of new industry to a community is 
being cited by the Illinois Manufacturers' Associ¬ 
ation in urging state political leaders to adopt 
platforms recognizing the value to all citizens of 
plentiful jobs in manufacturing. 

This is the leading category of employment in 
Illinois, and it is estimated that an increase of 
only I 00 new manufacturing jobs in an area means 
an annual increase of $590,000 in personal in¬ 
come and $360,000 in retail sales, IMA Secretary 
E. E. Hart reports. 

In urging platforms that encourage industrial 
expansion. Hart says the working man is the first 
one injured when a state increases business taxes 
and reduces the amount corporations may retain 
to finance expansion. He adds that the greatest 
danger is when organized minorities successfully 
pressure for increasing costs of doing business and 
thus prevent industry from remaining competitive 
with its counterparts in other states. The work¬ 
ing man is the unfortunate one who looks for the 


Higher Voting Percentage In Illinois Than 
Many States, But It Should Be Improved 

Registration drives currently being conducted 
by the two major political parties are no doubt 
politically-inspired, but the nation will benefit if 
both are successful in persuading more people to 
register and then cast ballots in November. 

Of the 107,000,000 Americans who will be 
of voting age on Nov. 8, only about 65,000,000 
are likely to reach the polls. This is regarded as 
an optimistic estimate, and it should be remem¬ 
bered that the largest vote in U. S. history, re¬ 
corded in the 1956 presidential election, totaled 
only 62,000,000. 

The 42,000,000 not expected to help decide 
between the Kennedy-Johnson and Nixon-Lodge 
tickets and candidates for other offices include 
1 3,000,000 "involuntary non-voters.” Conditions 
preventing them from participating are residence 
requirements, poll taxes, literacy tests, residence 
in the District of Columbia and all federal pro¬ 
perty. and bans on voting by convicts and those 
in mental hospitals. 

The remaining 29.000.000 are the people who 
either lack sufficient interest to register or are too 
ill or aged to take part. They are the targets of 
both major political parties, the AFL-CIO, League 
of Women Voters. General Federation of 
Women's Clubs and other groups seeking a large 
turnout of Voters. 

The need for such get-out-the-vote campaigns 
is apparent. With only 60.4% voting four years 
ago and a record 63% in 1952. when the num¬ 
ber of voters was smaller, the United States is 
far behind most European democracies, the ma¬ 
jority of which tally between 78% and 97% 
participation in their elections. 

Illinois is doing somewhat better than the na¬ 
tional average, with 75.1% in 1952 and 72.5% 
in 1956, but it is still well behind the European 
nations and such states as Connecticut, Idaho and 
Utah. All otherwise eligible voters in this area 
should make it a point to become registered and 
then to vote this fall.

U. S. Economy Affording More For 
More People Than Anywhere, Anytime 

Do Americans actually have enough income 
to support themselves adequately? There are 
bound to be exceptions to the rule, but a new 
Labor Department report on 20 metropolitan 
areas shows average family income of $7000 to 
$7500 and an income of $5370 (Houston) to 
$6567 (Chicago) required for a "modest but 
adequate level of living." The St. Louis area re¬ 
quirement for this standard is $6266. . 

The department's figures are based on stand¬ 
ards developed for a family of four living in a 
large citji or suburb in rented quarters. The hus¬ 
band is 38 years old. his wife does not work out¬ 
side their home and they have a son, 13. and 
daughter, eight. The family is entirely imaginery. 
representing statistical averages, and the reasons 
for its living costs varying include prices, climate 
and local patterns of living. 

In determining what is "adequate, the govern¬ 
ment considered the views of families as well as 
experts' opinions on nutrition and shelter needs. 
Compared to 1951. the new standard includes 
more meat and other preferred foods, more meals 
away from home, larger allowances for household 
operation, more telephone service, more reading 
and recreation, including a" television set. and 
takes into account the widespread development of 
hospital and medical care insurance. 

It seems to be human nature that a family *uto- 
matically acquires higher "minimum standards as 
its income allows. There is always another pur¬ 
chase or another service that seems not only de-
